This became a definite fact on 8/lo/b4 at the convention of ^ 

the Democratic Popular Party, which is the party of MUNOZ, c r 

when MUNOZ at his own request was not nominated to run for 0 

his fifth term as Governor of Puerto Rico. Governor MUNOZ £0 

had advised the leadership of the Democratic Popular Party ® 

that he did not desire to run for Governor again, and that ^ 

he desired tohave his name placed in nomination for election g 
as a Senator to the Puerto Rican Senate. The convention 
agreed with the wishes of MUNOZ and nominated him as one of 
its candidates foruthe Puerto Rican Senate, at the same time : 

nominating RQBERTC/IB&NC^^ as the candidate for \ 

Go verno r to run in the elections in 1964. SANCHEZ VTCELLA, 
who is .presently the Secretary of Stat e of Puerto Rico, has i 

on many occasions in the past served as "Acting Governor" ■

This is to record a telephone call received this afternoon from SAC 
Thomas E. Bishop, San Juan, advising that he and ASAC Estill had been called to 
a meeting with the Governor at which meeting were also present the District 
Director of Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS), the head of the Custom^ A 
Department, and the Assistant Agent in Charge of the Secret Service, it being noted' 
the head of Secret Service in Puerto Rico is in the United States. /) 

The Governor expressed sincere concern over the increase in crime in 
Puerto Rico. He was particularly concerned with regard to crimes of robbery and 
narcotics. Mr. Bishop advised that there is no Federal Bureau o' Narcotics 1 

representative in Puerto Rico but by agreement narcotics violatic. s are handled by } 
■ the Office of Special Investigations of the Puerto Rican Treasury D • partment. The ' 
i Governor explained that in view of his concern and in an effort to .ernbat this rising. < 
i loeai' erime problem, he is setting up a three-man committee which is composed ofj 
the Attorney General, Superintendent of Police in Puerto Rico, and the head of the // 
Office of Special Investigations of the Puerto Rican Treasury Department. He said/ 
the purpose of this committee would be to have a coordinated effort to fight crime iif 
San Juan, to take steps to prevent narcotics violations from growing, to suggest 
appropriate legislation and to assist in affording training. The Governor said that he 
I was asking the heads of the Federal agencies namely, the SAC of the FBI, the head 
I of IN3, the head of the Customs Depart nent and the Secret Service to act in an 


advisory capacity. The Governor asked that he receive the answers 
of this advisory post by these men by Thuffiday, December 3, 1964.

Governor that they would have to clear v th their superiors before they accepted 
this appointment. SAC Bishop said that he felt that all the other Federal agencies 
mentioned would participate in an advisory capacity on this committee and that he 
felt it would be to the best interests of the Bureau to also serve in an advisory 
capacity since we already exchange information on a local level and with the other 
Federal agencies where appropriate; also, we are engaged in police training. He felt 
that our best interests can be protected by participating in an advisory capacity on 
this committee. He said that when it comes to legislative matters, the FBI 
representative can indicate that we do not advocate legislation and, therefore, would 
not participate in this phase of any discussion along these lines. He said that he 
feels that possibly the Governor wants to have the support of the Federal agencies 
behind this committee to show that he is taking some positive action relative to the 
local crime problem in Puerto Rico. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1. That SAC Bishop be advised that it will be acceptable for the SAC in 
San Juan to act in an advisory capacity to this committee but that the SAC should 
refrain from recommending legislative matters; also that the SAC should be sure 
that the best interests of the FBI are preserved in the criminal and police training 
fields.

Situation" (DOMSIT) set forth information regarding Luis Munoz Marin 
in connection with political matters in the DR. Following the fall 
of Juan Bosch’s Government on 9/25/63 Bosch lived in exile in PR. 

Munoz Marin was a close associate and advisor of Bosch in plans to 
reestablish his government in the DR. Munoz Marin who was active in 
negotiations regarding the DR situation, was in favor of the establishment 
of an inter-American force approved by the Organization of American 
States and recommended a provisional government. He was in contact with 
various US and Latin American leaders and testified in connection with 
the Dominican crisis before the US Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
Washington, DC, in August, 1965.
